Soviet Delegate Before 
U.N. Group Says He 
Sees No Obstacle to 


Reductions in Mili- 
tary Budgets. 


LONDON, June 6 (AP)—The 
Soviet Union has proposed to 
the U.N. disarmament subcom- 
mittee that a first step toward 
disarmament include a “solemn 
pledge” not to use atomic weap- 
ons, 

The official Soviet news 
agency Tass today reported the 
proposal was made by Soviet 
delegate Valerian Zorin dur- 
ing a closed meeting of the 
five-nation subcommittee here 
| yesterday. 

Informants said British dele- 
_ gate Allan Noble countered that 
iit ig not “realistic” to try to 
| abolish the use of atomic weap- 
| ons through a simple pledge. 
He was said to have told the 
| meeting such pledges are likely 
| to be worthless unless they are 
| 


acked by appropriate control 
and enforcement machinery. 
The sources said Zorin then 
charged Noble with “going back 
on the words uttered by repre- 
sentatives of the Westrn coun- 
tries In the subcommittee.”

“The Soviet Union therefore 
proposes in the first stage a 
solemn pledge not to use atomic 
weapons. No control is re- 
quired for this. All that is re- 
quired is the good will of all 
governments possessing atomic 
and hydrogen weapons.” 

Zorin also asserted the So- 
viet delegation sees ho ob- 
|stacles to reaching now a mu- 
tually acceptable decision on a 
‘substantial reduction of mili- 
tary budgets. Such a decision

WASHINGTON, J June 6 (AP) | ) 
~-The evident decision of con- 
ional leaders to sidetrack | 
come tax reduction this year | 
is getting plenty of support | 
from the economists. 

Virtually without exception, | 
experts testifying this week be- | 
fore a Senate-House Economic | 
subcommittee have opposed tax | 
cutting now as inflationary dur- 
ing a time of rising Government 
spending. 

As the subcommittee today 
marshaled additional testimony 
on types of tax relief, expert 
opinion seemed pretty much 
agreed that Congress should 
take a longer view of tax mat- 
ters than it has. 

Prof. Walter W. Heller of the 
University of Minnesota told 
the subcommittee yesterday | 
that “Congress should be on the 
alert for methods to improve 
the timing of its tax actions.” 

Plan to Put on Shelf. 

He urged Congress to work 
out a package tax reduction 
program to “put on the shelf” 
for handy access if tax cuts are 
needed to counteract an eco- 
nomic recession. 

“Even though a cyt would 
be inappropriate now,” he said, | 
“the terms of a balanced tax | 
reduction could be worked out | 
and put on the shelf side by 


side with the corporate and = 


excise tax cuts scheduled for | 
mid- 1958. 

“Congress could tackle the. 
job of working out the terms 
of a tax reduction this summer, 
and thereby gain valuable | 
time.” 

Much the same thought was 
expressed by Prof. William 
Fellner of Yale University. 

Within the present growing 
economy, he said, is the need 
for “deliberate long-run plan- 
ning of gradual tax reduction” 
without “haphazard and risky 
cuts in the budetg.” 

Feliner also said that “high 
priority” should be given to 
corporate income tax reduction 
to maintain economic growth. | 

Dr. John K. Langum, an eco- | 
nomic consultant of Chicago, 
said inflation is the “very real 
problem before the nation,” and | 
added: “Until the investment 
boom and inflationary pressures | 
clearly end there should be no | 
general easing of tax policy and 
credit restraints, in my judg- 
ment.” 

‘Some Risks” Desirable. 

Prof. Paul Samuelson of Mas- 
sachusetts Instiute of Technolo- 
gy said there is “over preoccu- 
pation” with inflation and that 
“some risks” were desirable. 
The only problem was that in- 
flation would “snowball,” he 
said, adding he saw no “strong 
present danger” of that. 

As the subcommittee pushed its 
inquiry into tax cutting pros- 
pects, Represenative Daniel | 
Reed (Rep.), New York, charged | 
that Democratic talk of early 
tax reduction “is a _ political 
attempt to hoodwink the Amer- 
ican voter.” 

Reed, ranking Republican on 
the House Ways and Means 
Committee which initiates tax | 
legislation, accused Democratic 
leaders of putting out “tax re- 
duction bait” on the strength 
of “phony” budget cuts.

account and put it in the vault 
of the local union. He said

Make a Start at London 


Despite the six-day recess of the London dis- 
armament talks without announcement of a 
Western proposal, the latest statements of Pres- 
ident Eisenhower and Premier Bulganin keep 
the subject very much alive. 

At his news conference the President hinted 
that this country may have tested its last hydro- 
gen super-bomb but said we must insist on con- 
tinuing tests of small weapons until there is a 


comprehensive disarmament agreement barring , 


the use of such weapons in any future war. 

It has been widely accepted that a total ban 
on all tests and a definitive “outlawing” of 
atomic weapons would be one of the last things 
accomplished in a progressive disarmament 
process. This is not what the scientists who dif- 
fer with our government's policy are talking 
about when they urge actian now. 

What they are talking about is, for a start, 
a limited ban on tests of the very largest super- 
weapons. In our opinion a strong effort should 
be made to incorporate such an agreement into 
the first-stage disarmament plan now being ne- 
gotiated at London. 

Surely that is the conclusion to be drawn from 
the congressional hearings on fallout and radia- 
tion hazards. For while those hearings” show 
no unanimous agreement Of the scientists on the 
risks of continued testing, they show a substan- 
tial doubt which in itself constitutes a risk, The 
very fact that responsible and competent 
scientists dan disagree on the danger is cause 
for making every effort to limit testing as early 
as possible. 

* + . 

Dr. Willard F. Libby's statement that the 
alternative to continued nuclear-bomb testing 
is the risk of “complete annihilation” puts in a 
new light the arguments he has made that 
strontium-90 fallout is nothing to worry about. 

These attempted reassurances have carried 
more weight, coming from one who is himself 
a scientist, than they might have borne from 
another source. Yet it now appears that Dr. 
Libby is not and has not been speaking as a 
scientist. He speaks as a layman trying to 
weigh scientific dangers (which as a chemist he 
should know something about) against diplo- 
matic dangers (which he may or may not know 
very much about). 

Commissioner Libby's opinion that the scien- 
tific risk is “very small and rigidly controlled” 
is disputed by one group of scientists, as it is 
supported by another. The layman must look 
to all shades of scientific opinion in trying to 
make up his mind. 

When the scientific and diplomatic facts are 
in, the lay citizen will perhaps prefer to balance 
the scales for himself. And it may seem to him, 
as validly as it seems contrariwise to Dr. Libby, 
that the diplomatic risk can be kept small and 
controlled by the proper exercise of human 
volition, whereas if the scientific risk should 
eventuate it could not be fended off by the 
will of anyone on earth, 

~ 7 . % 

This is why limiting the tests should have 
high priority in the disarmament negotiations. 
A first-stage pact of any sort would, of course, 
be better than nothing. But a first-stage pact 
which included, along with open skies and re- 
duction of conventional arms, even the smallest 
beginning toward atomic control would be in- 
finitely superior, . 

Such a beginning might be made with an 
agreed moratorium of limited dyyation on the 
testing of the very largest nuclear weapons, on 
the understanding that during the moratorium 
negotiations would go forward for a second- 
stage pact intended to advance atomic disarma- 
ment another notch. There would be little 
national risk in such an agreement. If it ‘were 
violated during the moratorium, the other party 
would know it through detection of radiation in 
the atmosphere. If the moratorium passed with- 
out progress toward further disarmament, test- 
ing could be resumed by either side. Why not 
try for such a pact at London? 
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Modern Merchandising in Moscow? 

For years the Soviet economy has been oper- 
died on the principle of heavy industry first, 
consumer gadgets later. 

But now comes word that Moscow is adopting 
“the ruble down, the rest later” plan of mer- 
chandising. That makes Russia sound like the 
United States, except that over here it is not 
rare merchandise but over-plentiful items thet 
are most often offered on the instalment plan. 
Over here the “$5 a month deal” is the great 
inventory reducer. 

Of course, the Russians may be planning to 
collect that ruble a month and to deliver: the 
goods only when the customer's book no longer 
shows an “unpaid balance.” That way they 
could launch consumer credit without inven- 
tories. But we are not so sure about this, espe- 
cially since the central government: says it has 
surrendered its authority to fix prices. No 
more “fair trading.” Something may be hap- 
pening to the Communist way of doing business. 
We will be sure as soon as we see ads in Pravda 
offering “the best trade-in in town on your old 
Ziv.” 


Where a Rule Is Needed 


The conviction of Arthur Miller, playwright, 
on a congressional contempt charge is disturb- 
ing even though it may be well founded tn law. 
When called before Representative Francis Wal- 
ter's Committee on Un-American Activities, Mr. 
Miller freely answered all questions about him- 
self, but he refused to answer questions about 
others. So he was cited for contempt, and the 
citation now has been upheld by United States 
District Judge Charles McLaughlin. 

The Judge relied on a Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals decision in the Watkins case, and this de- 
cision is before the Supreme Court for review. 
Thus the final word on cases of this type is yet 
to be spoken. 

Most persons probably agree that the motives 
of Miller and similar witnesses command re- 
spect since they were sacrificing themselves for 
others. It is paradoxical that, if Miller had in- 
voked the Fifth Amendment, he could have re- 
fused to answer all questions on the ground of 
self-incrimination. Thus he would not have 
revealed any names, and he would not have been 
held in contempt. But, because he was some- 
what more frank, he now is in trouble. 

Lawyers and moralists have struggled with 
this problem for centuries. About the fifteenth 
century Catholic moralists sanctioned “equivoca- 
tion,” a word rarely given its original meaning. 
They held it immoral to tell anything but the 
truth, but also held that there was no obligation 


to tell the whole truth under circumstances such _ 


as Miller's. Calvin went even further, sanction- 
ing the “white lie.” The law also granted im- 
munity in certain relationships such as husband 


and wife, minister and parishioner, lawyer and 


client. But these various attempted solutions 
have not produced a really satisfactory rule.

The Communists are doing their best to make 
hay while the sun shines for them:in Kerala, 
smallest, poorest and only Rea-controlled state 
in India, It is not apparent that they have done 
much about their promises of “freedom” and 
“plenty” made before the election of last March. 
But neither have there been complaints from 
the people who seem to be content with the 
latest Communist line of what is going to be 
done for them. 

The party now says it has. decided on a “con- 
tinued struggle with the central (New Delhi) 
Government for more economic and /political 
powers for Kerala” which it is expected will 
open the way for reforms. Plans are under way 
“to root out corruption,” Thousands more people 
are to be enlisted in’ the party. It probably is 
not too difficult to answer any of the skeptical 
with a promise that it won't be long until some 
of these goals are in sight and then things will 
get better. : 

The people of Kerala have long suffered. They 
had reason to think any change would be for 
the better. There was corruption and the Con- 
gress party did nothing to relieve the situation, 
Food production is inadequate. Population den- 
sity is high, There is little industry to offer 
jobs. Yet the literacy rate ts 56 per cent, very 
high for India. It is among the “educated unem- 
ployed” that the Communists have found their 
strongest support. The new Communist minister 
of education says that 42 per cent of the high 
school and college graduates are unemployed. 

So Prime Minister Nehru and India’s ruling 
Congress party are on notice that if they cannot 
do something to ameliorate socia] and economic 
conditions in Kerala the Communists are going 
to dig in and spread out to other parts of the 
nation. The Communists know how to make 
the most of a Kerala,

Was the crisis in Jordan a major test 
of the Eisenhower Doctrine for the 
Middle East? At first glance the an- 
swer would seem to be an emphatic 
“Yes.” 

By the end of April, after weeks of 
uncertainty, "the young king of Jordan, 
Hussein, had asserted his authority and

victorious Hussein. It looked as though 
both the military and the economic pro- 
visions of the Eisenhower Doctrine had 
been invoked. 


Yet the victory of Hussein seems to 
have resulted in large part from forces 
beyond American control: the unex- 

cted firmness and resourcefulness of 

ussein himself, usually considered a 
mere playboy; and, above all, the loyal- 
ty to the Hashemite monarchy of Jor- 
dan demonstrated by the Arab Legion, 
the country's chief military force. 


Moreover, the Eisenhower Doctrine 
was never formally invoked in the Jor- 
dan crisis. Significantly, the $10,000,000 
grant was made from general United 
States funds for foreign aid, not from 
the special fund set aside for use under 
the Eisenhower Doctrine. Ambassador 
James P. Richards, whom the President 
appointed to explain the doctrine to 
the Middle Eastern states, did not visit 
the Jordan capital of Amman during 
his springtime tour of the area. 


King Hussein suggested that the 
presence of Richards would have been 
“inopportune,” and intimated that it 
might have led to the kind of conse- 
quences that followed the ill-starred at- 
tempt by Field Marshal Sir Gerald 
Templer to secure Jordan's adhererice 
to the Baghdad in December 1955. 
The visit of the British chief of the Im- 
perial General Staff resulted in riots 
by Palestinian Arabs,.the dismissal of 
British General Sir John

The Palestinian war of 1948 between 
the Arab states and Israel endowed Jor- 
dan with new territories, new signifi- 
cance—and new problems. The young 
kingdom annexed the west bank of the 
Jordan river—that is, the area of his- 
toric Palestine not incorporated into 
the new state of Israel, including the 
Old. City of Jerusalem. The population 
was trebled by the acquisition of Arab 
residents of the west bank together 
with half a million Arab refugees from 
the area now constituting Israel. 


These acquisitions have imposed a 
severe economic burden on an under- 


» developed, impoverished state with no 


known oil reserves and with few natural 
Unemployment 
is chronic and widespread. The Pales- 
tinian refugees, for the most part desti- 
tute and jobless, are supported by the 
United Nations Relief and Works Ad- 
ministration. The Jordanian budget has 
been balanced only because half of the 
Government's revenues come from for- 
eign subsidies. 

Politically, the enlargement of Jor- 
dan has magnified its role as the Arab 
“sick man.” The Palestinfans and the 
original Transjordanians are both Arab 
peoples, but they have little else in 


common. The people of the west bank 
are better educated, more advanced 
economically and, above all, far more 


politically minded than the people of 
the east bank, many of whom ape still 
making the painful transition from a 
partially nomadic existence to a settled 
life. It is the Palestinians of the west 
bank who hate Israel, who worship 
Nasser, who support the pro-Egyptian 
and pro-Syrian politicians, who are sus- 
ceptible to Communist pressures and 
who conspire against Hussein. 

The “sickness” of Jordan, then, is 
chronic, and’ it may be doubted that 
the crisis of April 1957 will prove to 
be the last crisis in the history of that 
tormented little kingdom. It may be 
doubted, too, that the Eisenhower Doc- 
trine, even if it were to be openly ac- 
cepted by Hussein's regime, could of 
itself solve Jordanian problems. 

President Eisenhower himself, speak- 
ing to Congress on January 5, 1957, 
said that his doctrine could deal only 
with itary and economic matters 
and that it did not claim to touch such 
essential problems as Arab-Israeli ten- 
sions and the fate of the Palestinian 
refugees. And yét the core of Jordan's 
instability lies ly in those points 
that the Eisenhower Doctrine does not 
attempt to touch. 

The core of Jordan's instability is 
not poverty nor the acquisitive designs 
é6f Jordan's neighbors nor the threat of 
Communist infiltration. It is the great 
unsolved problem of the Palestinian 
refugees, and until that problem is set- 
tled there can be no peace in Jordan. 
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Military Nightmare

The author shows brash American 
troops telling the exhausted Australian 
veterans that they “could ge home 
now” as the Americans were “here to 
clean things up.” But this is the picture 
after the first battle: 

“Now they were dazed and taken 
aback by the mauling at the hands of 
the Japanese. It was to be some time 
before they recovered from the shock 
of finding that the battle was to be no 
pushover and that,.instead of a short 
and easy mopup, a long cruel fight lay 
ahead of them.” 

Gen, E. F. Harding, the first com- 
mander of the 32nd, was not given time 
to train his. troops, nor was he given 
the tanks, artillery and extra reserves 
‘that he had requested. The author is 
fair to Harding in assessing the military 
factors. And these included the hard- 
ships of the jungle, the swamp, the 
rain forest, the headhigh kunai grass 
and the sicknesses—dysenteries, .ma- 
laria, jungle ulcers and dengue fever. 
They took physical toll and cut morale 
to a very low point. 

Gen. MacArthur called in Gen. 
Robert L. Eichelberger, told him that 
he realized what the troops were up 
against but still felt “a real leader 
could take these same men and capture 
Buna.” He ended with these words to 
Eichelberger: “Go out there, Bob, and 
take Buna or don’t come back alive.

Leading coaches and fighter 
managers immediately asserted 
Berger's charges were “ridic- 
ulous.”

Berger said athletes have been 
known to push themselves so 
far they have suffered complete 
collapse after making sensation- 
al efforts. 

“Amphegamine-is by far the 
most dangerous drug existing 
today,” he said. When amphet- 
amine is taken by a highly 
nervous person “it can produce 
violent, rapacious and criminal 
behavior.” He said a youngster 
taking these pills “will fight 
anyone, even someone bigger; | 
will drive a car 95 miles an | 
hour; do anything.” 

Tells of Experiment. 

He cited an experiment he | 
conducted with a boy who nor- 
mally could do 37 pushups be- 
fore tiring. After taking one 
pill. the boy did 200 pushups 
and still was not tired. 

“He had lost his fatigue in- 
dex, his warning red light, tell- 
ing him when to stop,” Dr. Ber- 
ger said.

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BUDGET BUREAU 
URGES RATE RISE 
ON LOANS BY USS. 


WASHINGTON, June 6 (AP) 
—The Budget Bureau has sent 
to Congress a bill which would 
require federal lending agencies 
to chargé enough interest to | 
equal rates the Government | 


pays on borrowed money. 

The proposal would require 
each agency to pay interest to 
the Treasury on its own bor- 
rowings from the Treasury. The 
agencies then would be required 
to charge interest equal to that 
paid the Treasury, plus a suf- 
ficient amount to defray ad- | 
ministrative expenses. 

In a letter to House Speaker 
Rayburn (Dem.), Texas, Budget | 
Director Percival Brundage | 
said “one of the basic purposes | 
of the legislation is to assure | 
that, insofar as consistent with | 
the purposes of the lending | 
programs, all of the costs in-| 
volved shall be paid by the | 
borrower.” 

In an April 18 letter sug- 
gesting places where Congress 
could cut the budget, Presi- 
dent Eiseghower mentioned the 
possibility of an upward adjust- 
ment in rates charged on Gov- 
ernment loans. 

Rural Electrification Admin- 
istration loans, for example, are 
set by statute at 2 per cent, 
although the Government has 
in recent wee id more than 
3 per cent on money it bor- 
rowed, 

Many Government lending 
programs are at interest rates 
fixed by statutes enacted at a 
time when general interest 
charges were far lower than 
they are now, 

Brundage said the proposed 
legislation would have no effect 
on outstanding loans, applying 
only to those made in the fu- 
ture. 

“At present hidden subsidies 
exist in several programs,” he 
said. “Removal or reduction of 
these subsidies will increase in- 
terest receipts of these pro- 
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grams and thus reduce their 


budgetary requirements. 

“In addition, any increase in |

Slowly We Learn to 
Conserve Resources 
By Leonard Hall 


. HENEVER one grows discouraged with lack of 
} W ororvess in preserving and restoring our natural 
resources, it is a good idea to take & look at the 
record. When we do this, we realize that while in 
many areas we still 
have a jong way to 
go, things are not as 
bad as they some- 
times seem. True 
enough, the day will 
never come again 
when buffalo and elk 
graze the open glades 
of the Ozarks pur- 
sued only by the wily 
redskin — or when 
fleet-footed antelope 
roam virgin bluestem 
prairies in north Mis- 
souri. That was an 
interesting time, but 
it was made possible 
: only by the primitive 
‘food-gathering econ- 


the white man came. I think it doubtful that, in the 
quality of his mind, the Indian was at all inferior 
to the Europeans who Overran his land. He still lived, 
however, in a Stone Age from which the whites had 
advanced nearly 1000 years earlier. He was a hunter 
and fisherman who perhaps did a little part-time gar- 
» dening and, except for the pueblo peoples of the 
+ Southwest, had no fixed abode or farmstead. He de- 
: pended upon the bounty of Nature for food, shelter 
and clothing; his cattle—depending on the territory 
where his tribe hunted—were deer, buffalo, antelope 
or elk. He knew the plants of the forest as a farmer 
knows his cultivated crops. The wild fruits and nuts, 
leaves, roots, bark; these were food, medicine, material 
' for his use, and much knowledge about them is lost 
today.

THESE INDIANS of the plains and woodlands had 
© little effect upon the environment which supported 
- them. They survived by remaining in harmony with 
> it rather than by manipulating and changing it. They 

destroyed no forest, polluted no river, ruined no top- 
soil, over-grazed no prairie. Their way of life de- 
pended on maintaining the land in its virgin state 
with all of its resources virtually intact. Under these 
conditions the amount of life which the land sup- 
ported was probably at its maximum. Yet there was 
a limit for every species @f living thing, including 
Indians, and a very large number of these species 
were to be classed by the white man as useless or 
harmful, fit only for extermination. This is, in a sense, 
the curse of the white man’s way of life; that he is a 
meddler with a profound conviction that he is Nature's 
master and the absolute controller of his destiny. The 
conviction persists even though it is not borne out by 
the record of history. Yet it must be admitted that 
the curse is not unalloyed. All cultures, it seems, 
eventually produce too large populations. Western 
culture, through its insistent drive to manipulate the 
landscape, has been able to produce a. large popula- 
tion with higher material rewards than other cultures. 
Whether the ‘same is true of intellectual attainment 
is to be questioned, So also is the matter of whether 
the material level may have been reached through the 
exploitation and irreplaceable destruction of resources 
and values upon which our eventual survival depends. 


x * *® 


IT IS A FORTUNATE THING for our civilization 
that mahy resources can be used without depleting 
them at all and that others can, through wise manage- 
ment, be maintained at a high rate of productivity for 
human use. This is true of a river which generates 
power or, if kept unpolluted, can furnisk. water for a 
city.. It ig true of a forest which is managed on & 
sustained-yield basis, although, for the long pull, I 
rather doubt that we have actually achieved the goal 
of “sustained yield.” It is true in agriculture; yet here 
the goal of maintaining the productivity of the soil is 
still obscured by the ability we have developed to 
grow big yields of desired crops. For many years the 
declining fertility of our soils was abscured by the 
vastness of the amount of land available and the 
steady increase in labor efficiency brought about by 
improved machinery, although today we see this situa- 
tion with a clearer eye.

IT CAN UNDOUBTEDLY be said that the conser- 
vation of our wildlife resources is of concern to mose 
people today than ever before. And, fortunately, this 

; goes hand jn hand with good forest and water manage- 
ment and good use of the land in general. Nor is all 
our concern for wildlife merely one of having game to 
kill and fish to catch. There is a growing belief that 
birds, fishes and animals—including countless species 
which have little or no value for exploitation—are an 

- essential and important part of the natural landscape. 
There is also a growing understanding that there is 
ample room for many of these creatures in a land- 
scape which is being managed wisely for man's use; 
that they have values both practical and esthetic 

: which are worth our effort to retain.

WHEN WE CONSIDER that it is actually only dur- 
ing the last 20 years or so that these matters have 
. engaged our serious attention, then it cannot be gain- 
= said that we have made good progress in resource 
| conservation. Here in Missouri it is less than 50 years 
since the lobby of the Game Dealers’ League con- 
trolled our Legislature in its effort to establish laws 
of any sort protecting game;‘only about 20 years since 
the management of our wildlife and other natural 
. resources was finally removed from the football arena 
; of courthouse politics. Fifty years ago the idea of the 
= need for intelligent management of the forest resource 
had hardly been conceived; yet 20 years ago we estab- 
— lished both National Forests in Missouri and set up 
one of the best State Forestry Divisions in America. 
Fifty years ago the declining fertility levels of our 
farm land and such matters as erosion were given 
almost no thought; 20 years ago the soil conservation 
movement started in earnest and has made big strides, 
with only occasional setbacks. All in all, the progress 
toward resource preservation hasbeen great and the 
future looks hopeful. Slowly but surely we learn. 4

What's more, it's 
possible get rid of the ter- 
mites, and your only problem at 
the moment is to decide who is

The charge 
may seem high to you but there 
is a good deal of skill and labor 
involved in ridding a house of 
termites. 

When termites appear in a 
community, a lot of fly- t 
operators move in and try to 
make a killing. Most of them 
don't know the difference be- 
tween a bumble-bee and a ter- 
mite, but they are usually suc- 
cessful in scaring enough home-

If you can't afford to have a 
termite exterminating firm do 
the job, then you do it yourself.

SOMEWHERE IN ITALY. 

HAVE before me a pamphlet which should carry unbound-

“The Spas of Italy,” and 
brings a message of hope 
for many of my retired and 
solvent countrymen, In 
our thrice-blessed country, 
a man, while he is build- 
ing and consolidating his 
fortune, has no time for 
the pleasures of illness. 
Only after his work is 
done and his stock cer- 
tificates rest in the sweet, 
cool darkness of the safe- 
ty deposit vault can he 
relax happily in a medical 
clinic with barium and 
catheter, while his wife, 
who once was tough as a 
boot and strong as a horse, 
both of which she now re- 
sembles, languishes under 
the curative hands of a 
beauty specialist. To these 
fortunate souls I bring 
good news from the beautifully illustrated booklet on 
Italian Spas. It lists 84 separate and distinct springs, wells, 
baths and mud holes, and the descriptions sing in the heart 
and kidneys like a hymn of praise to Aescylapius. Many of 
these centers of regeneration have been known and utilized 
since the ancient days of Rome. There is a natural cure 
for everything from ingrown toenails to dandruff, and all 
of the spas have one thing in common—they are expensive.

FOR BEAUTY of expression, I can't do better than to 
quote the booklet itself. 

“Every kind of mineral water is represented in Italy,” 
it begins. “Lightly mineralized water (also called Oligo- 
mineral), muriated waters, simple or containing iodine and 
bromine, sulphur wafers, the whole gamut of alkaline 
waters, chalybeate and arsenical waters, strongly radio- 
active waters. The hydromineral treatment presently car- 
ried out in the Italian Thermae includes drinking, baths 
and inhalations to which are to be added muds and vapour 
baths, in natural and artificial grottoes and hot chambers—”’ 

You can’t beat that for poetry to a successful man who, 
after a lifetime of work and martinis, feels that he owes 
something to his community in the way of obscure iliness.

EACH SPA is listed with its waters, its treatment, its 
hotels and its therapeutic directions in that order. Let us 
take a sampling. Get ready to feel your mouth beginning 
to water! There is for example, the Abano Therma in the 
Province of Padua. Its waters are muriated and contain 
bromine and iodine and there is vegeto-mineral mud. The 
hotels are magnificent, and there is a doctor on every floor. 
Abano goes to work on rheumatism, arthritis, stiffness, 
weakness, limitation of movement following distortions, 
strains, dislocations, fractures and other traumatisms. The 
customer just sits in vegeto-mineral mud and all those 
things happen. 

But for pure originality and thrill consider Bagni di 
Vinadio in Piedmont. Here one has “hot sulphur springs 
from 115 to 126 degrees Fahrenheit, but it also offers muds 
and molds and gelatinous protophyte masses vegetating on 
rocky levels where thermal water is kept running which may 
be applied instead of mud.”

Want and Wish 


HOSE of us who work with 
T words — writers, editors, 

clergymen and, yes, even 
advertising men—are everlast- 
ingly on the search for pre- 
cicely the right word to des- 
cribe a particular thought or 
event. Similarly, we make every 
effort to seek out the word- 
combinations—phrases, clauses 
and sentences—which will best 
express our meaning. Ocassion- 
ally, this search for the best 
method of expression leads to 
a sort of over-refinment which, 
1 fear. leads only to dullness 

Perhaps I'm being uncharit- 
able but it seems to me that 
the two questions raised today 
by an advertising man symbol- 
ize a kind of lint-picking exac- 
titude in the use of language 
that can only result in unexcit- 
ing prose. However, here are 
his questions. See if you agree 
with me. 

“tl would appreciate your 
writing me to define the dif- 
ference in the verbs ‘want’ and 
‘wish.’ Does one want some- 
thing? Does one wish for some- 
thing? Or does one wish for 
some action or some intangible? 
Does one want something physi- 
eal?” 


. + ~ 

ACTUALLY. the verbs 
“want” and “wish” are defined 
by most dictionaries as synony- 
mous, which means that in 
most sentences they may be 
used interchangeably. Thus one 
may want (or wish) to eat apple 
pie and one may wish (or want) 
to be elected president. Obvi- 
ously, then, the difference in 
use between the two words is 
not determined by whether the 
object is “intangible” or “phys- 
ical.” 

The difference, rather, is one 
of formal versus informal use. 
“Wish” is decidedly the more 
formal and is especially appro- 
priate when the thing desired 
is remote or unattainable. Thus 
one would “wish” for eternal 
peace but one would “want” a 
little peace and quiet around 
the house.

ANOTHER POINT raised by 
the writer: “I also get mildly 
perturbed by what I consider 
to be the wrong usage of only. 
‘I only want orange juice for 
breakfast.’ rather than ‘I want 

only orange juice.’” 
Admittedly logic supports the 
advertising man in this, since 
“only” should immediately pre- 
cede the element it modifies. 
However, usage and iogic have 
little in common and, so long 
as no misunderstanding results, 
most authorities now accept the 
placing of “onlw” before the 
verb as standard American us-
